They at once provided themselves 
with a fine lot of clothing and innumerable 
luxuries, and, iu company with a prom- 
inent lady of this city, left fjr Camp 
•'base. When they arrived at that 
place they were confronted with one of the 
most dilapidated, wo-begono specimens of 
humanity that ever appealed to the mercies of 
the human htart. He waj a, counteifeit, and 
the first glance convinced the tender relatives 
of the fact. They left suddenly for home, 
congratulating themselves that their loved 
one was still at liberty, but sorely chagrined 
at the expensive outlay for lm comfort. They 
failed to find any object of compassion at 
Camp Chase, and brought the articles home 
with them. They may be useful before the 
war is terminated. 



J effersonvillb Items— The 104th JUinoi>', 
Col. A. B. Moore, arrived at JeD'ersanville last 
evening, en route to Gen. Kosecrans's army.

CELEBRATION or Kill LOU AT IiUSSKLLVItbE. 
Camp 2Ctii Reu. Ky. Vols., ) 
RlBSKLLViLLE, Kv., April 8, 1863. j 
Yesterday, the 7th of April, the anniversai y 
of the last day's great battle of Shiloh, was 
one of unusual splendor. N'o cloud dimmed 
the bright canopy of Heaven. There was no 
rude element without. All was quiet, beauti- 
ful, and serene. There was nothing to remind 
us of civil discord and war. No evidence of 
carnage and bloodshed, except as viewed 
through the veil of the past. No horrid' 
scenes of mangled and dying men. But 
far, far different were the circumstauces 
which surrounded us one year ago, stand- 
ing as we were, on tne hanks of the 
Tennessee, drenched with rain, cold, be- 
numbed, and disconsolate. The future seemed 
indeed dark and gloomy; our army had been 
jnost crushed on the previous day; upon 
every side were men who had fled and left 
their comrades to battle with the stubborn 
foe, who, like a mighly anacondi, was 
stretched around them. Many incidents were 
related which tended to demoralize our forces. 
But officers and men had too much moral cour- 
age to let anything swerve them from their 
duty; and they went forth like men to meet 
the common foe of their country. It is use- 
less to mention what trauspired during 
that terrible day. But, sufli.o it to say, 
that the army of the Federal Government 
fully retrieved what they had before lost, 
and drove the enemy in confusion from that 
bloody field. That day reflects much grandeur 
on the victors off that most stubbornly con- 
tested battle in the annals of any history. In 
consideration of which fact, the commander 
of this post deemed it appropriate and proper 
to celebrate its anniversary. At ! o'clyck P. 
II.. the 20th Kentucky and Maj. Holluway's 
battalion of the 8th Kentucky cavalry weic 
drawn up in line on the public square. 
The celebration commenced by un'urling 
the old banner which was presented to the 
2«th Kentucky by the lovely and patriotic 
ladies of Owensboro, and which has been 
borne by the recipients in triumph over many 
miles of the enemy's territory. It was raised 
amid a general presentation of arms and deaf- 
ening cheers, after which Col. Maxwell, being 
loudly called for, responded in a short but 
thrilling speech, in which he expressed bis de- 
termination never to cease his efforts in this 
struggle until every rebel yielded obedience to 
the Taw? of the country. He did not advocate 
or justify the policy of the Administration. 
But he was for crushing the armies of treason 
and then adjusting all domestic difficulties. 
He denounced in bitter terms that parly 
North as well as in our own State that wished 
the Government to lay down its arms and 
submit to a peace dictated by our enemies. 
He was followed by Brig. Gen. Shackelford, 
who made an eloquent aud touching speech. 
He alluded to the occasion as being too sai red 
to be forgotten by the American people. 
He portrayed iu vivid terms the con- 
dition of the loyal men of Ken- 
tucky provided the rebellion succeeded, and 
exposed iu appropriate language those who 
under the guise of loyalty are trying to palsy 
the arm of the Government by getting up dis- 
sension, division, and party strite.'in our mid.-t. 
Col. Bristow then, in obedience to a general 
call, addressed the multitude of soUliers and 
excited citiicnsin that stern, bold, and daring 
manner, which is characteristic of the man. 
He spoke of the dead of Shiloh, and par- 
ticularly of Major John L. Davidson, who 
was his personal friend. I would it were 
possible for me to give you in their own 
language the speeches of the three distin- 
guished heroes mentioned above. But my pen 
-?finadequ»te to the task. The soldiers wet 
allowed more privilege than usual, and en- 
gaged in every manner of amusement consis- 
tent with discipline. Every company feasted 
at the expense of their commanding officer, 
and the officer i at the expense of Lieut. Col. 
Fairleigh, who commands the regiment. Rut 
not yet satisfied when night hovered its wings 
of darkne«3 around, the celebration was con- 
tinued by the explosion of roinan- candles and 
the shooting of rockets. Never have I 9een a 
more romantic sight. Those missiles of Sre, 
in every direction piercing the very sky, ac- 
companied by continued encoring which rent 
the air, contrasting so beautifully with the i«- 



ScincTtFM Discovery and News. — A Bel- 
li m glass- blower has lately blown two large 
bottles, each of a capacity of si.Uy-two and a 
naif gallons, and weighing fifty pound* They 
were blown at the glass-works of Lefevre it 
Co , at Lodelingart, and are nearly double the 
size of the Urgest bottles heretofore made. 

A letter from Athena says; ' Acompany has 
been formed in Greece for cutting through the 
Isthmus of Corinth, and thus avoid the long 
and dangerous coasting of the shore9 of the 
p cloponesus. The width of the canal would 
be 112 feet, and its depth about 20 feet. Its 
length would not exceed three piilca and three 
quarters. For vessels on their way for Mar- 
seilles and the Mediterranean to the Firujus 
the distance would be shortened by ninety 
miles. The saving to vessels from the Adriatic 
would be still more considerable." 

The New England Pin Company of Win- 
stead, Conn., is making pins of iron instead of 
brass. They are also niado at Seymour, in the 
same State. 

The London Mechanics' Magazine states 
that, after an expenditure of $40,000,000 on 
experiments with the Armstrong gun, the in- 
ventor has failed to produce a naval gun su- 
perior for practical purposes to the old 68- 
pouuder; and that Mr. Whitworth, of Man- 
chester, a private manufacturer, has, by bis 
own skill and means, achieved a success which 
Sir William Armstrong has failed to do, 
though backed by the long purse of Govern- 
ment patronage. Our readers may remember 
that this same 3ir Wm. Armstrong once pro- 
posed to abolish the patent laws of Great Brit- 
ain; thus eiitosing inventors to be robbed un- 
ceremoniously of the fruits of their ingenuity. 

M. Godard, the celebrate'd French aeronaut, 
has recently constructed an immense balloon 
of 4,300 metres. The car is provided with an 
apparatus which enables the aeronaut to ascend 
without either gas or ballast, and to descend 
or go higher up at pleasure. This apparatus 
consists of a kind of stove formed by three 
cylinder?, separated from each other by instila- 
tiug substances, wherebv all danger of fire is 
averted. The flame is completely under the 
control of the aerial traveller, and is prevent- 
ed from rising too high by a cap of wire gauze. 
M. Godard asserts that he cau inflate his bal 
iooa in thirty minutes, and load it with from 
600 to 800 kilogrammes over and above the 
weight of his person and his accessories; and, 
moreover, that his balloon may bo pierced 
with a bombshell without endangering the 
aeronaut, who can hiinsell cast projectiles of 
any kind with impuoity. Should this new 
invention succeed, this balloon may be of con- 
siderable service in time of war. 

There is a very close resemblance between 
several animal and vegetable substances. Thus 
animal milk contains a large quautity of 
caserne, which is the principal substance in 
cheese; aud peas also contain a large amount 
of the same substance. The Chines;, who 
hav e exhibited such an aptitude for domestic 
economics that they even make Boup of birds' 
nests, have also found (tut that cheese can be 
made of pca3. For this purpose peas arc 
boiled into a thin paste, theu passed through 
a sieve, and an acid added to the pea solution, 
which becomescurdled like sweet milk by the 
action of the common reunct upon the latter. 
The solid part is then silted, pressed into 
cheese-moulds, and it gradually acquires the 
taste and smell of cheese. It is sold in tbo 
streets of Canton under the name of 'Taofoo, ' 
and when fresh i: is a favorite article of Chi- 
nese food. 

The rounded nodules called "flints" are 
usually found in chalk beds, and are supposed 
to be organic remains transformed into chalcc- 
duuic quartz. Flint is nearly pure silicic acid, 
and at one time It was extensively used in the 
manufacture of pottery and glass, hence the 
common term "flint glass,'' in the production 
of which white sand has superseded it. It has 
been a subject of 6ome wonder how flint, 
which is nearly pure silica, could be formed 
put of organic remains, such as the egg3 of ex- 
tinct creatures in chalk formations. This subject 
whs lately brought before the London Chemical 
Society.when Dr. Church stated that the origin 
of flints could be traced to water holding silica 
in solution. During the percolation of such 
water through beds of chalk, the silica be- 
came separated and the carbonatevjf lime took 
its place in the water thus deprived of its 
silica. An interesting example of the deposi- 
tion of silica in the form of chalcedony took 
place within a comparatively recent date, 
geologically speaking. About the year 1400 
a basket of hen's tggt bad been left in a chalk 
pit at Winchester, England, and this basket 
was lately found covered up with broken 
chalk. • The organic mutter ami the shell of 
the egg3 hnd entit-el) - disappeared, and their 
places occupied with the semi-transparent va- 
riety of silica — chalcedony. Silica was also 
deposited upon the willow twigs composing 
the basket, forming a crust of silica. 

The saltworks that Com. Buchanan attempt- 
ed to destroy at Petit Anse, Western Louis- 
iana, proved to bo only a storehouse for rock 
salt, which constitutes almost the bulk at the 
island. The discovery of this remarkable salt 
mine ha? ouly recently been made. The im- 
mense value of this mine of wealth can scarce- 
ly bo realized. A million dollars was offered 
to its owner by a company of persons in the 
neighborhood, but refused. This islaud of 
salt — possibly three or four miles long and 
one wide, or'irregular form, and covered from 
fifteen to twenty feet with rich soil — bears on 
its surface immense pecan aud live oak trees. 

Prof. Winchell, State Geologist of Michigan, 
reports that the whole central area of the State, 
embracing 187 townships, or 6,700 square 
miles, is underlaid by coal seams, ringing in 
thickness from three to five feet. Mines have 
been opened in several place-!, three at Jack- 
son ana one atCorunna, which last year yield- 
ed over 25.000 tons. The coal resembles that 
in the Illinois beds in quality. 

The Philadelphia Ledger says that the an- 
nual tables of tue coal trade for the year 1862 
show that it amounted to 8,295,472 tons, of 
which 7,481,713 wor« of autbracito coal. All 
the coal, except 300,000 tons sent inland, was 
destined for the seaboard. Taking the anthra- 
cite at $4 per ton, the value of this single pro- 
duct of Pennsylvania reaches nearly thirty 
millions of dollars fir the year. Schuylkill 
county sent % 020,000 tons to market, an in- 
crease of 336 C73. — Boston Courier.

The Pennsylvania Colonization Society ex- 
pects to send a colony of emigrants to Liberia 
about the 1st of May. 

The next legislature of New Hampshire will 
have twelve members named Smith, seven of 
wh im are republicans and fire democrats. 

The new ordnance foundory atthe Washing- 
ton Navy Yard, now in course of construc- 
tion, will be two hundred and fifty feet long 
and seventy broad, with six furnaces at one 
end, so arranged that they may heat the metal 
for casting a gun weighing as much as 100,000 
pounds, and twelve other small furnace.' atthe 
other end for running metal for ordinary -sized 
guns. These furnaces will require in their 
construction *J50,000 bricks, and, with the 
stack, will be ninety-four feel in height. 

A large amount o< arms and ammunition 
are lo be stored in the United States Arsenal 
lu Augusta, Maine. Twenty thousand Eng- 
lish rifles, three hundred thousand rounds of 
fixed ammunition, and any number of tons 
of gunpowder, have already been received, 
and other stores of war are on their way there 
for safe keeping, in view of future emer- 
gencies. 

An attempt was made on Saturday night 
lost to throw from the track the express train 
from Rochester to Buffalo, on the Central Rail- 
road, by placing a heavy piece.of iron on the 
raijs. Fortunately, the rapid motion of the 
train, which was going at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour, forced the obstruction from the 
track, and so prevented a serious disaster. 

Action has been taken in New Orleans look- 
ing to the confiscation of ttc estate, properly, 
credits, and effects of Pierru Soule, J. P. Har- 
rison, and Daniel W. Adams, all leading rebels 
and considerable property-owners. 

Twenty of the 120 houses; annually rented 
for the summer season at Newport have been 
sold, 80 rented, and the balance will probably 
be let by the first of May. Tho season thus 
promises well. 

Eighteen cases of fine upland rice, supposed 
to be adapted to uplands in thiii country, have 
been received by the Conuuis»iouer of Agri- 
culture from our Minister at Japan, and will 
be distribuled by Mr. Newtoa to applicants. 

Since the opening of the naval recruiting 
station in New Bedford (Mass.) in May, 1861, 
2,€38 sailors have been enlisaed in that city. 

Asparagus, tomatoes, greea peas, and new 
potatoes were in the San Francisco market as 
early as the 10th of March. 

The Easter collection for missions at St. 
Paul's Church, Boston, amounted to $2,700, 
which is double the average of the last tea 
years. An Easter offering of $1,200 was at 
the same time presented to Dr. Nicholson, the 
rector. 

It Is estimated that the aggregate yield of 
the California gold mines, since the discovery 
of gold in 184'.', is twelve hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars. 

The report that ex-Congressman Low has 
been appointed collector of San Francisco is 
premature. 

a Hopothyhole, the chief of the loyal Creek 
■Indians, died at the Sac and Fox agency on 
the 20th of March. 

The receipts of internal revenue have got 
up to one and a half million dollars per week. 

The Vieeioy of Egypt has come down hand- 
somely to the" amount of $5,000 in aid of the 
French cotton wi avers. 

The Hibernia Benevolent Society of Albany 
have contributed $500 towatrl the relief of 
their suffering countrymen at home. 

In addition to the bounty of $50 conferred 
by the act of March 3 1 upon soldiers who, 
after the expiration of their term of service, 
shall re-enlist for one year, the War Depart- 
ment has ordered that each soldier so re-en- 
listing shall be allowed a furlough of thirty 
days, to be granted immediately after his re- 
enlistment. 

The British steamship Louisiana, from Liv- 
erpool, which arrived at New York on Thurs- 
day, brought 1,843 bales of cotton, and the 
British steamer Celt, from Havre, brought 
670 bales, making a total of 2,528 bales. 

The canal commissioners have resolved that 
the canals of New York shall be opened for 
navigation on the 1st of May.

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'n« Attack on Charleston.— The anxiety 
learn definite news from Charleston is in- 
se, but there is no reason to apprehend dis- 
r because we have only meagre intelli- 
nce. Bad news travels fast, and if we had 
perienced any reverse of magnitude we 
ould have heard of it, in every possible 
rm of exaggeration, through the rebel 
pers. We have details of the fir6t day's 
mbardment from the Charleston Mercury, 
hicb acknowledges that on Tuesday, the Tth, 
e gun in Fort Sumpter was dismounted, the 
rt hit thirty-four times, and seven of the 
rrison killed or mortally wounded. Tbi 
ows that our iron-clads can do effective set 
ce, and, but for the obstructions placed in the 
ain channels, they would have been ab le to 
a the gauntlet of all the rebel batteries 
om Sullivan and Morris Islands to Castle 
inckney, anchored before the city, and de 
and its capitulation. When we consider 
e strength of the rebel defences, and the con 
■ntrated fire they could direct against our 
alf dozen vessels, we are astonished that 
ey suffered so little. The Keokuk, which 
as sunk, had turrets of wood and iron com 
ined, as an exp?riment, with but one gun in 
ach, and that was not run out of the embra- 
ure before firing. For two years the rebels have 
een strengthening the defences of Charleston, 
nd the harbor is now a continuous chain of 
atteries, while torpedos, chains, booms, float- 
Qg batteries, and gunboats have also been pro- 
ided. Admiral Dupont knew the difficulties 
nd dangers of the attack, and doubtless felt 
°s way at first, while he has been ascertain 
ng the localities of the hidden instruments of 
eath. It will be remembered that a tre- 
endous explosion took place in Charleston 
arbor a few days ago, which, from its magni- 
tude, was supposed to have been caused by the 
premature discharge of some submarine bat- 
tery. Whatever it was, it does not a; pear that 
it was a fort or any of the magazines. A con 
temporary infers, therefore, that it was a sub 
marine battery; and if, as the telegraph says, 
the explosion was felt by our fleet several 
miles distant, it must have been fatal to the 
minor torpedoes which are planted in the bar 
bor. In this view of the case accident has 
destroyed one of the most formidable means 
of resistance on which the rebels relied. The 
importance of thts success, if such it be, can 
not be over estimated. 

Our attacking force will doubtless devot 
itself at first to the removal of obstructions 
and then it will seek some means of co-opera 
ting with the land troops in a general attack 
Our iron-clads have stood three or four hours 
of the terrible firo, and this must increase th 
public faith in their efficiency, but we do not 
expect an easy victory. The rebels will fight 
with the energy of despair, and, as all the first 
accounts of the progress of the siege will come 
from them, we must bear in mind how mon 
strously Beauregard and the rebel papers lied 
concerning the sortie upon the blockading 
fleet, which will teach us not to place implicit 
reliance upon what they say now. We anti 
cipate ultimate success and the capture of th 
city, unless the rebels should make good thei 
vaunt and burn it before surrender. Should 
they do this even, it will not be long before 
it will be rebuilt for the occupation of such 
Federal officials as may be necessary to enforce 
the revenue laws and break the spot up as a 
rendezvous for British pirates and blockade 
runners. Trusting in that Almighty power 
which has always conducted our nation to 
success, and animated by the reflection that 
our forces are fighting the most holy of all 
battles — that in defence of national honor — let 
us wait patiently and hope that before many 
days we shall receive the full assurance that 
the viper's nest has been destroyed and that 
the ignominy of the fall of Sumpter under a 
rebel bombardment has been effaced by one of 
the most brilliant victories ever recorded in 
history. 

Then you will stop the war, say the patri- 
ots, and give success to the rebels. That 
doesn't follow neither. We don't expect 
Congress to stop supplies and do nothing else.

Was not the Editor of the Journal surren- 
dering to the rebellion when he refused to 
furnish troops from this State to help put it 
down?

The rebel financiers just now are tax- 
ing their Wits for the relief of the rebel treas- 
ury. The taxation is necessary. The state of 
the rebel currency is certainly very unpromis- 
ing at this important juncture. It took, a few 
days ago, more than six dollars of that cur- 
rency to buy a dollar in gold. And the value 
of their currency is going steadily downward. 
If this should continue, they must eventually 
come to use their five and ten dollar notes for 
small change, in the place of the dimes and 
half-dimes which abounded in those prosper 
ous Jays before they began to enact their ter- 
rible tragedy of secession. The present small 
notes will have, of course, no appreciable 
value. 

The Richmond Examiner has been com 
plaining very bitterly for some time past of the 
sad state of the currency, and at last .has pro 
posed a remedy, it suggests that tho holders 
ot the present currency should be required, 
before some early day, to fund it. In the event 
of their failure to do so, the use of it as curren 
cy to be prohibited by a stringent law. ThiB 
would, of course, very speedily drive all ot 
those millions out of the channels of business. 
There is no specie to serve as a medium of 
exchange. As a matter of necessity, there- 
fore, the business community must look to the 
Goverhment for a new currency. And this 
the rebel Treasury would supply to th 
extent of three, or four, or five hundred mil- 
lions, as the case might be. No doubt the 
Treasury would Bell all it could dispose of. 

The Examiner sees no injustice in this 
movement. It does not take the notes out of 
the hands <5f the presenl holders without an 
equivalent, should they retain them. The 
Government still holds itself bound to pay 
them as demanded on their face, after due 
proclamation of peace. In fact, it offeri to 
confer a kindness on the holder of the note 
by giving him bonds that will bring him a 
fair interest in place of his eurrency, on which 
he receives none. 

On one feature of it, however, the Exami 
ner makes no comment, not even the most 
brief. He does not say how, when the pres 
ent currency is thus Bwept away from the 
channels of trade and safely locked up as a 
permanent investment, those who want a new 
currency are to secure it. Of course they 
must give corn, flour, pork, sugar, rice; any- 
thing, in fact, which they may have, which 
the rebel Governmeut wants, in order to gel 
the new notes. They must make a perma- 
nent investment of their present currency 
and then must give what is most precious 
with them to secure more. It is a very pretty 
scheme for another loan of some hundreds of 
millions, which tho Examiner has devised. 



The Difference. — Property holders . 
Louisville and other parts of Kentucky, fear 
ing the establishment of the Southern Uon 
rederacy, and the consequent destruction ot 
the value of property, are selling out and re 
moving to Northern States. On the contrary, 
capitalists in the North, having faith in the 
strength of the Government, are investing in 
Kentucky and other Border State property. 
Parties in this city have recently invested 
heavily in real estate in Louisville.

It is sometimes true that we must go away 
from home to learn what is going on there, 
and the above announcement convinces us of 
the soundness of the policy. We have cer- 
tainly never heard of a single instance where 
Kentucky property has been sold under an 
apprehension that it might be subjected to Con- 
federate rule, but we do know of many sales at 
excellent rates where the purchasers have been 
old residents of the vicinity, and bought 
for investment. If parties from Indianapolis 
are investing in the real estate of our city we 
congratulate them upon their prudence and 
foresight, for there is no place where residences 
are more needed or where commodious houses 
will bring better rent. The only removals to 
Northern States that we have heard of are of 
families who could not obtain residences here 
to 6uit them.

Burnaido returned thanks for the cordial 
reception, and assured the people, that he 
had honestly endeavored to do his duty 
in defending the Government against this 
wicked rebellion, and that he wa; still witl- 
ing to devote all his physical and mental 
powers to the advancement of the cause in 
which all loyal hearts, all true friends of 
liberty, are now so deeply interested.

no man had a right to do anything that 
would in the least enfeeble or embarrass 
the Government; that however much we 
might dill'er with the Administration in regard 
to the policy adopted, we should confine our- 
selves to a moderate and temperate expression 
of dissent; that the war must go on till the 
rebellion is at an end; we could not have hon- 
orable peace in any other way; that those in 
the North who were most clamorous for peace, 
were the m03t thoroughly detested by the 
leaders of the rebellion.

Developments of the Tuainor Case.— TL e 
- 1 arrest of John Trainor at Nashville, a clerk in 
the Ordnance Department, on a charge of 
smuggling arms, munitions, and medicines 
through the lines, and conveying information 
to the rebels, has already been noticed. The 
following facts developed in the investigation 
of the c;iso have been furnished to the Nash- 
ville Dispatch: 

A careful and thorough investigation has 
been made in this case. The guilt of Trainor 
of the highest crime recognized in cither civil 
or military law is fully established. His oper- 
ations extend back over a period of two years. 
He has occupied a position which gave him 
unusual facilities for carrying out his designs, 
and he has not failed to take advantage of them 
to the best of his ability. Having had greater 
or less control of wagon trains since he en- 
tered the service, he has, if his own statement* 
are reliable, on several occasions attempted to 
place trains in positions were they might be 
easily captured. In addition to his own ad- 
mission there is absolute proof of his treason. 

Connected with this case is that of tho par- 
ties in L misville concerned in the Bale of 
neatly nine thousand dollars worth of quinine 
aad opium to Mrs. Trainor. It 13 shown that 
thoso most interested in this sale must have 
known that the medicines were purchased for 
the purpofe of being smuggled South. Ed- 
ward Wilder, of Louisville, the wholesale 
Iruggist from whom the medicines were ob- 
tained, is shown to bo strongly in sympathy 
with the rebels. He has sold large quantities 
of drugs since the opening of the war to per- 
sons who wero to take them through the 
Union lines. By his last transaction of this 
kind he has involved his whole stock of goods. 

It is unnecessary to speak of the degree 
of guilt attached to each of the various parties 
compromised by sale to Mrs. Trainor. The 
evidence adduced in this matter with other evi 
dence obtained, shows that other merchants 
of Louisville, and also merchants in New 
Ylbany, Indianapolis, and Cincinnati have 
been largely engaged in the sale of drugs and 
other goods for a Southern destination. The 
plans of the Government have been sadly in- 
terfered with by the efforts of the disloyal, the 
unprincipled, and the reckless at home. 
Hence the treason of those in the cities named 
who are connected with attempts to supply the 
rebels medicine or other articles. It matters 
not that their agency in such attempts 
merely secondary; they are none the less 
guilty :i3 smugglers and aiders and abettors of 
the enemy, and are liable to the punishments 
provided Forsuch offenders. For the benefit of 
those who are thus trafficking, regardless of law 
and the interests of the nation, it may be proper 
to state that there is connected with the Army 



tion, connected with which is a complete detec- 
tive system. Its accomplishments thus far fully 
attest the wisdom of Gen. Rosecrans in estab- 
lishing it. At its head is a man of indomi- 
table energy. Commanders in other depirt- 
ments co-operate with bim in carrying out his 
plans. His officers traverse far and near, and 
ate as likely to be found before the counier of 
some enterprising adventurer in> contraband 
trade at Cincinnati, or Indianapolis, as at the 
headquarters in this city. The methods adopt- 
ed to detect offenders in Luuisville will bring 
to light the schemes of others. Crime is hence- 
forth to be punished. The day of leniency is 
past, and prompt, stern justice is being meted 
out. Spies, smugglers, and others have given 
their lives as the penalty of their offences in 
some of the commands within a few days. 
Let this fact be uoted.

But few 
are attempting to raise more of the products 
ot the farm than will supply their own con- 
sumption. We were glad of the chance to 
settle for ourself the fruit question. Upon 
examination of the blooms of several kinds 
of fruit — peaches particularly — we found 
ihat they had generally escaped the jll effects 
| of the recent frosts. The damage done them 
was small, and, unless they are cut off here- 
[ after, we may expect an excellent crop of 
fruit," 

Excitement at Hawesville. — The Cannel- 
ton (opposite Hawesville) Reporter is informed 
that on Tuesday night of last week about one 
hundred armed men, supposed to be from the 
back part of Hancock and from Ohio coun- 
ties, Ky., arrived in the neighborhood of 
Hawesville, and sent a deputation into the 
town, who, calling upon Messrs. G. W. Mc- 
Adams, George W. Williams, Robert Beauch- 
amp, William Sterrett, and John Martin, de- 
manded that each of them pay, within twenty 
days, the sum of one thousand dollars for 
the benefit of the widow of Mr. Hale, who 
was shot by some persons believed to be 
rebel sympathizers »on last Saturday night, 
rt'hat this movement will result in is difficult 
to determine. Nothing pleasant, we fear. If 
this demand ha3 been made without authority 
from the military commander of the district, 
he should see that no outbreak grows out of 
it, and have a sufficient number of troops near 
Hawesville to preserve the peace.

The Rebel Cry for Bread.— Of all people 
in the world those ot the secediDg States wero 
the least prepared to go to war and prosecute 
it for any length of time. The New York 
Post says there is no other instance in history 
where a nation has devoted itself as has the 
South to the growing of cotton — a product 
which certainly cannot be used as human food 
In this respect the war is of a character sui 
gene, m; and the inferences drawn from othe 
contests can not with strict propriety be ap 
plied in this case. We have the stubborn facts 
that from numerous places at the South the 
market reports speak of flour as varyimr from 
fifty to one hundred dollars per barrel ; pork 
one dollar to one dollar and eighty cents per 
pound, and most other necessaries of life 
proportion. The New York World accounts 
for these frightful prices bv the depreciation of 
Confederate money and the inability to trans- 
port produce from one locality to another, 
owing to the railroads being otherwise en 
gaged. These explanations, however, fall far 
short of accounting for all the existing dis- 
tress. For at no point in the insurrectionary 
country are the prices of food moderately low 
even if the currency be reduced to a specie 
standard. Say the gold dollar is worth four and 
a half of Confederate paper, still the barrel of 
Hour selling nt sixty dollars in currency com 
mands over thirteen dollars iu specie. Yet this, 
though more than twice as high as ordinarily 
!.- little more than half of what it is to-day 
selling for in some localities. The Southern 
States are certainly largo enough to produco 
grain and wheat sufficient to feed the whole 
continent. But it must be borne in mind that 
the agricultural section in particular has been 
ravaged as scarcely ever belore was any coun 
try by both contending armies. The horses 
have been impressed into the rebel service: 
the oxen have been nearly all consumed as 
food. Fences are destroyed for hundreds of 
square miles together. The negroes in the 
frontier States have disappeared. But were 
the laborers, the horses, the oxeD, the seeds, 
and the means required to plant in even such 
abundance; were the fences and buildings re- 
stored; the fact that the harvest may be im- 
pressed by agents of the 30-called government 
will deter farmers from planting more than is 
necessary for their bare sustenance. 

We append some extracts from Confederate 
papers concerning the recent bread riot? 
which are important for their apologies, their 
inferences, aud their facts. The Richmond 
Sentinel of the 7th has the following editorial : 

The' Richmond Riot — When the public peace 
was for a time somewhat disturbed hereon 
Thursday last, it was suggested to us, and to 
the rest of the city press, by many citizens, to 
retrain from any present notice of it, on ac- 
count of the misrepresentations and exaggera- 
tions to which a publication would give rise. 
In assenting to the suggestion, iu company 
with all the other par>erei, we felt that we were 
only paying a decent respect to the opinions of 
geutlemen certainly as well qualified to judge 
as ourselves — equally interested, to say the 
least, in a correct judgment — and entitled to 
deference on other grounds. Uur compliance 
was voluntary and in good faith. We thus 
became a party to the reserve. We have no 
repentance for this, nor have we any quarrel, 
or any reproaches where our hand has been 
given. We have not even any regrets. On 
the contrary, we are glad that time was taken 
to ascertain facts with precision, and thus to 
prevent errors which a precipitant notice 
might have assisted to spread. 

It can now be said, upon authority of the 
sworn evidence, that the conduct of a few 
misguided women, who, on Thursday, availed 
themselves of the tenderness with which their 
sex is ever treated in the South, was not due 
to suffering. Themselves, and the thieves in 
pantaloons who took Bhelter in their company, 
simply plundered milliners' goods, dry goods, 
fancy goods, &c, fully as much as more ne- 
cessary articles. It was no cry for bread; it 
was no riot, so far as they placed their action 
on BDy declared basis. It was opposition to 
the high prices; and upon this point they took 
shelter under the abstract sympathy of such 
as believe that speculators and extortioners 
have made the prices so high, and dispose 
them accordingly. 

But it is now proven that there was no dis- 
tress among those persons; that the very leader 
was independent, and herself an extortioner; 
that there has been abundant provision made 
for the poor who may need it; and that the 
whole thing was simply a plundering raid un- 
der female impunity, An ebullition such as 
we have noticed would have excited no atten- 
tiou outside of the quiet South, where good 
order is so uniform and so universal. It 
amounts to nothing here. 

Under the local heading is a "riot case," 
where Dr. Thomas M. Palmer, charged with 
encouraging a riot in the streets of the city, 
appears before Recorder Caskic, with his coun- 
sel, General George W. Randolph and John 
A. Gilmer, Esq. His loyalty to the Confed- 
eracy was vouched by the Secretary of the 
Navy and members of both branches of Con- 
gress. He was a member of the convention 
that took Florida out of the Union, and has 
been in the Confederate service from an early 
period of the war. The testimony was to the 
effect that be refused to depart when the crowd 
was ordered by the Governor and the Mayor 
to disperse, and made use of some language 
not altogether suitable to the occasion. 

The presence of the Governor and Mayor, 
the character aud standing of the counsel em- 
ployed, and the class of witnesses called by 
the defence, indicate plainly that there was 
more than the "ebullition " which the Sentinel 
would have us believe. 

Under the heading of "Bread Destitution" 
the Richmond Whig of the 8th inst. says: 

"Lee Mallory, the lessee of Metropolitan 
Hall, has established a depot at the Hall for 
the distribution of twenty-four hundred loaves 
of bread per month to the needy families of 
soldiers in the field. The Ladies' Benevolent 
Society superintend the distribution, which 
takes place on Tuesday and Friday of each 
week, the beneficiaries being furnished with 
tickets for the bread. 

The Raleigh (N. C.) Standard, of March 25, 
gives an account of a bread riot that had just 
taken place near that city. A company of 
women, most of them soldiers' wives, went to 
the store of William Welch, at High Point, 
rolled out several barrels of molasses, and di- 
vided it. The Standard remarks on this oc- 
urrence: "Welch is a great war man, and 
favors general impressment of supplies by the 
army. How does he like the principle of im- 
pressment as applied iu bis case?" 

The same paper gives particulars of other 
riots, and referring to them editorially ex- 
\ I'm "Bread riots have commenced, and 
where they will end God only knows." A 
"etter is copied by the Standard from another 
North Carolina paper, giving an account of 
another riotous outbreak of the women at 
Salisbury, in that State, a place with which 
some of our soldiers have become acquainted. 
The letter is dated March 19th, and says: 

'There was a mob raised here yesterday, 
consisting mostly of soldiers' wives, and led 
on by hunger, I suppose, and hatred against 
speculators. They urmed themselves with 
hatchets and- congregates! at the depot for the 
purpose of breaking in, if necessary, and get- 
ting some flour stowed away by some specu- 
lator." 

The agent refused them admittance, but 
finally agreed to let three of the women in 
and said if any more got in they would have 
to walk over him. At this a large, stalwart 
woman made at him with a hatchet. He 
backed, and they rolled out ten barrels of 
flour owned by a man in Charlotte, and had 
it hauled up. 

Subsequently they appropriated several bags 
of salt, belonging to private parties. They 
also marched to the store of one Mr. Brown, a 
speculator in flour, and demanded to be let in 
but the door was closed, and they went to 
work in good earnest to break it down. Mr. 
Brown, to satisfy them, told them he would 
give them ten barrels if they would leave and 
let him alone. They finally agreed to it and 
sent for a dray to haul it to the market house, 
for the purpose of making an equal division 
of it. 

Next in order they visited Dr. J. H. Enniss, 
who had bought some flour for his own use. 
He asked Ihem in and gave them three barrels. 
Next they said they must have some molasses, 
and straightway they proceeded to Sprague & 
Bros., and made their demand kbown, when 
Sprague & Bros, gave them all the molasses 
they had, which was a little over half a barrel. 
The mob then repaired to the markcthouse, 
when, it being too late to make out the share 
of the impressment, they moved it to W. M 
Baker's, where they are now dividing the 
spoils among themselves.

Among her passengers are General Freeman 
Seymour and staff, General Gordon, and the 
French Consul at Charleston. 

The New South of the 11th says the fight 
at Charleston was resumed on the 10th, but 
with what result it could not ascertain. It 
adds: Fort Sumpter is probably breached by 
this time. 

The purser of the Arago says the Ironsides 
»nd six iron-clads were still off Charleston 
bar on Ihe 11th. Nothing had trauspired 
since '.he bombardment of the "th. 

Gen Hunter and army would leave for Port 
Royal the next day. 

1 he steamer Ocean Quccd, from Aspinwall, 
arrived here this evening with $217,000 in 
treasure from California. She was convoyed 
a portion of the way by the gunboat Con- 
necticut. 

The Arago brings the following intelli 
gence : 

The gunboat Washington was aground on 
I the 8i h in Broad river, near Port Royal Ferry, 
j The E. IJ. Hale went to her assistance, but to 
I no purpose. The rebels brought down a light 
battery, and firing on her a chance shot struck 
her magazine, causing the destruction of the 
boat. Two men were killed, two mortally 
wounded, aud eight slightly. All of them 
were of the 3d Rhode Island artillery. 

Washington, April 14. 
A special to- the Post says tho Government 
is making preparations for a draft to fill up the 
regiments which have been depleted bv the 
casualties of service. The State of New York 
will be among the first called upon for fresh 
troops. 

The weather is magnificent, and the Vir- 
ginia roads are in excellent condition. 

New Youk, April 14. ? 

Adviocs by the Arago state that the iron- 
clad Patapsco went to Port Royal, was there 
n-paired, and again returned for service. None 
of the vessels except the Keokuk were serious- 
ly injured. The rest of the fl^et lay inside of 
Charleston bar on Saturday evening. Part of 
the land forces had sailed for Port Royal. 

The desigD of attacking Charleston is not 
abandoned, and the confidence of our naval 
officers is in no degree shaken. 

It is stated that an engagement near Suffolk 
is not improbable, and the repulse of the rebels 
in such an event is regarded as certain. 

Gen. Keys has issued an order notifying all 
persons uot in the employ of the United 
Slates, who prefer safety to the conflict of 
war, to leave any town or village in the de- 
partment which may be fired upon by the 
enemy forthwith. 

Philadelphia, 7 April 14. 
The safe of the Reading Railroad Company, 
at Reading, was robbed last night ot $10,000 
in money. Gard & Gilmore s store, Chestnut 
street, in this city, was entered last night, and 
robbed of $4,000 worth of goods. 

Cairo, April 14. 

The rebels in the vicinity of Fort Donelson 
having been for some time gathering all the 
horses for cavalry service, it has been ordered 
that all the good horses in the neighborhood 
be taken by the Federal force while engaged 
in this service. 

Seventy of our men last Friday met about 
the same number of rebel cavalry, and a skir- 
mish ensued in which twenty-one of the latter 
were taken prisoners, including Mnj. Blandon 
and two Captains. 

Indianapolis, April 14. 

General Burnside's order relative to scuding 
domestic traitors beyond the Federal lines, 
and for the protection of Union men, is well re- 
ceived in Indianapolis, as it confirms the pre- 
vious action of General Carrington. 

A Union man, who was driven from his 
home because he was accused of reporting the 
K. G. C.'s, was sent back to-day with an offi- 
cer, and instructed to rely upon the civil au- 
thorities, but it not protected, the offendersurc 
to bs dealt wilh under the late order.

We clip the lollowinjr from the Nash- 
ville Dispatch of yesterday : 

A contract to supply the Army of the Cum- 
Ijcrlaml wiih beef for a period of four months 
has been awarded by Mnj. Symonds, Quarter- 
master at Louisville, at $8 j:< per luo pounds 
Fifty or sixty East Tennessee refugees rr- 
rived on the train from Louisville Sunday 
night. They come here, we understand, to 
jorn Col. Robert .Johnson's cavalry regimtnt. 

We are iuformed that all the buildings at 
Tyne Springs have been destroyed by fire. 
The destruction occurred some four weeks ago, 
and was undoubtedly the work of an incen- 
diary. 

A rumor prevailed in the city yesterday that 
a rebel force, variously Btated at from 4,000 to 
^0,000 men, was at Lebanon. The rumor did 
not state from whence this force came, nor 
whither it was going. 

Considerable excitement was caused in the 
city yesterday afternoon by the arrest of a 
number of citizens, who were marched off 
under guard to the Provost Marshal's office, 
and thence to the penitentiary, line report 
was circulated on the streets, as coming from 
headquarters, that live hundred were to be 
arrested on Wednesday morning, when they 
were to be sent to < '.imp Chase to be held as a 
hostages for East Tennesseeans now confined 
in Southern prisons, and to be exchanged for 
them whenever the Confederate Government 
shall comply. Another rumor circulated, as 
coming from another department, was that 
ninety-three were to be arrested to be sent 
South, but nothing certain has been devel- 
oped in regard to the matter. 

It was stated in telegraphic despatches from 
Washington a few days since that Col. Lud- 
low and Mr. Ould had agreed upon nn ex- 
change of citizens, which we supposed would 
include all citizens held in confinement by the 
Confederates.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Patted at the Third Session of the Thirty-eev- 
enlh Congress. 

[Public— No. 79.] 
Ax Act to provide for circuit courts for the 
districig of California and Oregon, and for 
other purposes. 

Be* it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress attembled, That tbe Supreme 
Court of the United Slates shall hereafter con- 
sist of a chief justice and nine associate jus- 
tices, any six or whom shall constitute a quo- 
rum- and for this purpose there shall be ap- 
pointed one additional associate justice of said 
court, with tbe like powers, and to take the 
same oaths, perform the same duties, and lie 
entitled to the same salary as tile othar asso- 
ciate justices. The districts of California and 
Orrgon shall constitute the tenth circuit, and 
tbe other circuits shall remain aa now consti- 
tuted bv law. 

Sec. 2. And he it further enacted, That so 
much of any act or acts of Congress as vests 
iu the destrict courts in and for tue said Slates 
of California and Oregon, or either of them, 
the power and jurisdiction of circuit courts, 
and the act entitled "An act to establish a cir- 
cuit court of the United States in and for the 
Slate of California," approved March second, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-five, be and the 
same is hereby repealed, and the said circuit 
court is hereby abolished; and there shall 
hereafter be circuit courts held for tbe dis- 
tricts of the States of California and Oregon 
by the chief justice, or one of tbe associate 
justices of the Supreme Court of the 'United 
Suites assigned or allotted to tbe circuit to 
which such districts may respectively belong, 
and the district judges of such districts, sever- 
ally and respectively, either of whom sh tll 
constitute a quorum, which circuit courts and 
the judges thereof shall have like powers and 
exercise like jurisdiciion as other circuit courts 
and the judges thereof ; and the district courts 
in and for tbe several districts in and fur said 
States of California and Oregon, and the judges 
thereof, shall have like powers and exercise 
like jurisdiction as the district courts and the 
judges thereof in the other circuits. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That all 
actions, suits, prosecutions, causes, pleas, pro- 
cess, and other proceedings, relative to any 
cause, civil or criminal, (which might have 
been brought and could have been originally 
cognizable in a circuit court as established by* 
this act,) now pending in or returnable to the 
several district courts of the United States in 
the said Stales of California and Oregon, or 
now pending in or returnable to the circuit 
court of California, by this act abolished, act- 
ing as circuit courts, (or so empowered to act,) 
shall be, and are hereby declared to be, re- 
spectively, transferred, returnable, and con- 
tinued to the several circuit courts constituted 
by this act, to be holden within said districts 
respectively, and shall be heard, tried, and de- 
termined therein, in the same manner as if 
originally brought, entered, prosecuted, or had 
in such circuit courts; and no bail-bond or 
recognizance taken in any of said actions, 
suits, prosecutions, or causes transferred to 
said circuit courts by this act shall thereby lie 
avoided, impaired, or invalidated; and* the 
said circuit courts shall be governed by the 
same laws and regulations as apply to the 
other circuit courts of the United States; and 
the clerks of said courts, respectively, shall 
perform the same duties, and shall be entitled 
to receive the same fees and emoluments 
which are by law established for the clerks of 
the other clrcnit courts of the United States. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted That the 
circuit court for the districts in California shall 
be held at the city of Sau Francisco and the 
city of Los Angelos, in said State, at tbe same 
times now prescribed by law for holding terms 
of the district courts for the northern and 
sourtbern districts of said State at said places, 
and the circuit court for the State of Oregon 
shall be held at Portland, in said State, at tbe 
samu times now fixed by law for holding terms 
of the district court for the district of Oregon 
at that place. 

Sec. !>. Aod be it further enacted, That the 
.indie assigned to tbe tenth circuit, an consti- 
tuted by this act, shall receive, in addition to 
his salary hereinbefore provided, the sum of 
one thousand dollars tor his travelling ex- 
penses for each year in which he may actual- 
ly attend a Bession of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
Approved, March 3, 1863. 

[Public Resolution— No. 16.] 
Joint Risolution for the distribution of cer- 
tain public books and documents. 
Hesolved by the Senate and House cf Re- 
presentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress astmbled, That the Secretary of the 
Interior, and all other custodians thereof, be 
and are hereby authorized and directed to 
cause equal distribution to he made forthwith, 
among ibe members of tbe two Houses of the 
present Congress, of all books and documents 
heretofore printed or purchased at the cost of 
the Government, and belonging to any public 
library, or the library kept fur use in any de- 
partment of thrt Government, excepting, how- 
ever, all such books and documents as arc em- 
braced in any existing order for the distri- 
bution thereof among the members of either 
House of Congress. 
Approved, March 3, 1863. 

[Public Resolution— No. 17.] 
A Resolution giving the thanks of Congress 
to Major General William S. Roaecrans.mnd 
the officers and men under his command, 
for tbeir gallantry and good conduct in the 
battle of Murfreesborough, Tennessee. 
Resolved by the Senate and Uouse of Re- 
presentatives of the United States of America 
in Congrest assembled, That the thanks of Con- 
gress be and thev are hereby presented to Ma- 
jor General William S. Rosecrans, and, 
through him, to the officers and men under 
his command, f >r tbeir distinguished gallant- 
ry and good conduct at the battle of Murfrees- 
borough, Tennessee, where they achieved a 
signal victory for our arms. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That fhe 
President of the United States be requested to 
cause tbe foregoinir resolution to be communi- 
cated te Major General Rosecrans, in such 
terms as he may deem best calculated to give 
effect thereto.

Joint Resolution in relation to telegraph com- 
panies in the District of Columbia. 

Be it resolved by the Senate and Uouse of Re- 
presentative! of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the independent 
Line of Telegraph, a corporation organized 
undar the laws of the State of New York, for 
the purpose and with the intention of con- 
structing a line of telegraph from Portland, 
Maine, to Washington city, or any other cor- 
poration or company organized according to 
law to construct a line of telegraph, be per- 
mitted to use any of the highways, ruads, 
streets, or grounds in the District of Columbia, 
in the extension and operation of their line to] 
in. and through the city of Washington, nod 
other parts of tbe District: Provided, however, 
That tbe location and construction of any such 
line of telegraph within the said District shall 
not be carried into eflect without the written 
approval of tbo Secretary of the Interior and 
Commissioner of Poblic Buildings and Grounds 
first obtained as to the proper route and com se 
of said line to be followed within the said 
District ot Columbia: And provided, further. 
That tbe use of said highways, streets, roads, 
and grounds hereby granted for telegraphic 
purposes shall not obstruct the use and conve- 
nient occupancy of said highways, streets, 
roods, and grounds for publicorotber purposes 
as the same are at present used.

UNION. 

Cultivation or Flax. — Tbe scarcity and 
hi<h price of cotton will necessarily enhance 
the value of flax, which will undoubtedly be 
used as a subs'itute for cotton to a considera- 
ble extent. Farmers are therefore turning 
their attention to the cultivation of flux. In 
answer to various inquiri:* which wo have 
received in regard to this subject, we copy the 
'•illowing remarks from an nble report lately 
submitted to the New York Slate Agricultural 
Society by the Hon. J. Sianton Gould. Hav- 
ing stated that the soil best adapted to flax is 
that on which barlev succeeds best — that is, a 
warm, deep loam — the report adds directions 
for cultivation, as follows: 

Tbe most essential condition for the profita- 
ble growth of flax is good drainage, either 
natural or artificial. It is a waste of labor 
and money to sow Aniseed on land where 
water stagnates around the roots. The next 
is to plough the land deeply, and to pulverize 
it thoroughly. The roots of the flax will un- 
less prevented by a hard subsoil, |>enetrate full 
half the length of the straw into the ground, 
and the length and siz>- of the straw, other 
things being equal, will depend upun the 
length of the root. Hence, if the farmer fail 
to fulfil these conditions, he will incur a heavy 
penalty. 

The seed should be of the growth of the 
preceding year; plump, heavy, glossy ; of uni- 
form size and color; of a clear brown hue. If 
therearo many seedsot alightdrab, chocolate 
color, the lot 6bould be rejected. 

Weeds, which are well known to be inju- 
rious to all growing crops, are peculiarly so to 
flax. No pnins therefore should be spired to 
purify ibe flaxseed from all foreign admix- 
tures, and with a view of burying the seed? 
which have lodged on the surface of i he soil 
beyond the reacn of germination, the plough- 
ing should be done wilh a Michigan double 
plough, which more completely inverts the 
surface than any other. It is also desirable 
that the sowing should be suspended loug 
enough after ploughing to give seeds of any 
weeds which may be in the soil time to ger- 
minate; tbey are then to be killed by the cul- 
tivator, when the seed Bhould be evenly sown 
and barrowod, once in the lino of the furrows, 
and once angling with them, so as to diffuse 
tbe 6eed more equally. The field is then to 
be rolled smooth. 

Many good farmers think it for their interest 
to weed tbe field by baod after the plants are 
from lour to five inches high; this is done al- 
most universally in Belgium. W here weed- 
ing is resorted to, care should be taken by the 
workmen to avoid any rotation of their feet; 
they should be set down and taken up perpen- 
dicularly, and the weeding should be done 
facing tbe wind, which will then assist in 
raising the trodden-down plants. It is neces- 
sary that the land should bo level, for if 
thrown between Ibe ridges the straw matures 
unequally. It should be smooth, so that the 
crop cun bo gathered with a reaping machine. 

Soon alter the bolls are formed, the lower 
leaves begin to fall off, and the straw becomes 
yellow irom the bottom, about ball' its length 
upward, when it should be pulled or cut wilh 
a reaping-machine, very close to the ground. 
If it is suffered to stand much longer than this, 
the straw is materially injured. Tbe 6eed is 
then to be separated from the straw by means 
of a rippling-machine. It is very desirable 
that tbe seeds should be completely separated 
from the straw, because if any of tbem are 
left on they are crushed in the breaking-ma- 
chine; and where the oil comes in contact 
with the fibre it is almost impossible to sepa- 
rate it from tbe shire. It is very desirable 
that the connection between the farmer and 
tbe flax should terminate at this point, as the 
remaining process can be much more bene- 
ficially conducted by others.
